In explaining the employment situation as it exists today, ti 
leading Democratic paper says “There is a vast amount of railroad 
construction going on.”

A n indication of the upward trend in business and industry 
is seen in the announcement from the Treasury department that 
the demand for gold coins is speeding up operations in the mints. 
Last month the mints coined 70,000 gold pieces of the $20 de­ 
nomination. The bankers report that double eagles are being dis­ 
tributed rapidly and the supply in the banks is unequal to tho) 
demand. 
The June coinage probably will exceed that of May, 
Which was the largest month for gold coinage since the war. The 
stock of gold bullion listed by the Treasury departm ent is esti­ 
mated at $2,845,523,883. 
The amount of gold coin in circulation 
is $296,823,767.
